Up’ to the pre 
avat there has been competition to 
obtain good drivers; in the inture I} 
Lupe there will be competition [or 
good drivers to obtain good ‘employ. 
ers. Every member desires to pay 
1 reasonable wage, but there is little 
eaaon why the wage of a particular 
vlass shonid be higher than that 
paid to persons skilled in ‘a similar 
dexree and higher than that obtain- 
ing at Shanghai 
Organisation Needed. 

Little, however, can be done in 
this direction unless the members 
unite together and form an organis- 
vticn with rules which are kept 
hough they may perhaps in some 
cases suller personal inconvenience. 

Tt is important that car owners 
cake an interest in their cars and 
“gain some slight knowledge of their 
‘mechanisia and condition. Atten- 
tion to the petrol and oi] consump 
tion is well worth while: in many 
cars a sood deal of oi purchased 
never Ends its way into its 
owners car, and a knowledge of 
the engine and its sorking saves 
many an item in the repair bill.

The Hon. Secretary, said: 
Several very useful» suggestions 
have been made and no doubt the 
gentlemen who have written in 
will later on addresa the mezting, 
‘As the Chairman has pointed out, 
the cireular was sent out to briny 
the matters to the attention cf all 
members. . Ae 

The question of a Garage has 
been considered, bat it is mot pos- 
sible at present to get a site or reat 
suitable premises and the Aszocia- 
tion is not in a position to extend 
the amount which would be neces- 
sary even to fit out premises for a 
Garage. The question of appoint- 
ing offcial repairers has deen ccn- 
sidered: but tne Committee Jo not 
at present see their way to. make 
2 define appointment. 

Training and Classitying Drivers. 

In regard to the que tion cf 
teaching drivers, 1 find on refer- 
ence to the files ef the Association 
that some time ago the YILCA. 
pat forward a scheme, and I now 
suggest that they be approached 
again on the matter. The Aassocia- 
tion could, of course, engage a 
teacher, but I doabt if any mem- 
ber would. have suMicient . time, 
even if they were willing, to give 
the time and atteation necessary 
to ensure that everything was be- 
ing done in the best possible man- 
ner. On the other hand the 
YM.C.A. could poasibly inclade 
the teaching of motor car driving 
in their syllabus, and from what I 
know of the ¥.M.C.A,I thinkif they 
took the matter up it would be 
done properly and satisfactorily. 
The question of terms etc. should, 
I think, be left to a special. con 
mittee to arrange. In regard to 
the question of classifring drivers, 
I do not think the scheme suggest- 
ed would be fourd workable, and I 
suggest as an alternative two 
classes of drivers only. drivers at 
530/340 per month and fitter 
drivers at $40/$50 per month, the 
latter to have a foll mechanical 
kmowledg? and ta be able to do all 

It will probably | 


be possible for the Association, |” 


with the help of the Police, to get 
chanffeurs at these rates later on. 
L would also suggest that employ- 
ers treat part. say $10, of the 
monthly wage, asa bonus for 
satisfactory conduct and driving, 
turning up to time for appointment 
ete.. that is tu say if a driver was 
rece.ving $50. he would only re- 
ceive the full amount’ if his 
conduct had, in all respects, been 
satisfactory. I understand some 
of the garages here work on this 
principle. I am told that several 
car owners would like to learn to 
drive their cars and I would ask 
any members who would be will- 
ing to teach other members to send 
in their names. The Committee 
would also like to have the opinion 
of the meeting on the question of 
issuing badges to drivers. I was 
recently asked aa to the use of the 
lower road.- ie. Victoria or 
Jubilee Road. There is no regula- 
tion at présent, but the general 
understanding seems to be that 
this road should only be used: by 
cars coming into Honzkong. 
Lawful Speeds Urged. 

ft have also received several com- 
plaints .aa tothe way cars are 
driven in Hongkong. I do not 
think any motorist in Hongkong 
would like to give cause for the 
cther users of the road to think 
that those driving in cars consider 
the roads are for them only. I 
would ask all who use motor cars

to insist on drivers driving‘at the 
speeda allowed by law, namely 15 
miles an hour in Hongkong and 
Kawloon and 10 miles an hoar'in 
Contral Areas, J have been parti. 
cularly asked to mention . Caine 
Read, whare there ‘are nine 
schools. No one expects children 
to have much knowlédge of the. 
pace a car is being driven at, but 
if they sea a car coming along ata 
fast speed, they are very apt to 
get frightened and lose their heads. 
Al the Contro) Areas are given 
in the Association’ year book, and 
I would also draw members’ atten- 
tion to the note-in the year book 
on the principle of “Safety First” 
and the remark regarding Garden 
Rosd. The Police have not an 
easy task in controlling the traffic, 
and do not stop a cat or speak to 
the driver unless necessary. Any 
complaints as to the Police should 
be sent in writing to the CSP. 
and. members are asked not to 
enter into any argument or disens- 
sion with a Police officer nor to try 
and make excusea at the time, even 
ig the occupants of the car have 
told the chanffeur to drive at a 
higher speed than that allowed by 
the law. 

In regard to the new nomber 
plates that have recently been 
issued, a thin piece of board should 
be fixed to the holder on the car, 
and the plate screwed on to the 
hoard. . This wilt obviate rattling 
ead save the enamel plate from 
breaking. 

Training School for Chinese 

“Drivers, 

The Chairman, having invited 
disenssion, Mr. Plummer, refer- 
ving to the suggested classification 
af drivers, said that classification 
was alright if they were in a posi- 
on ‘to enforce it. In the- first 
place he thiught they would be 
faced with a boycatt, which he 
very much doubted whether they 
would be able to stand. In the 
seornd place he did not think they 
would be able to carry out the 
classification, considering that 
there were something like 400 or 
500 chauffeurs in thé Colony. With 
regard to the agreement which 
bad been proposed. he did pct 
think they would. get drivers tc 
Sign it, and, even if they, did. he 
questioned whether it would prove 
of any great value. “I -think their 
mothers cwcald die, just as they 
de to-day, and ther would be going 
back to Canten and neither you 
nor youragreement would be able 
to stop them,” Mr. Plummer added. 

Mr. Plummer said that his idea 
was to agaist in arriving at some 
means whereby they could oStain 
a general reduction in wages; and 
Hh-this-in view —he-had-giver 
notice if the following resolution: 
“That the Association should texe 
practical steps to promote and en- 
ciurage driving by private cwnrers, 
and that the Association should 
promote a senor] of instruction 
where Chinese drivers, particglar- 


ty members” nominees, . could be f- 


taught at a reasonable cost.” He 
thought that a good many private 
oweers, if they had better facili- 
ties, woald learn to drive them- 
selves. He certainly thought the 
Association might take some steps 
with a view to promoting a train- 
ing school for Chinese drivers. 
‘A Central Garage. 

The second resolaticn Mr. Plam- 
ner said he. wished to bring before 
the meeting was to the effect that 
the Associaticn should take-steps 
to establish a Central Garage 
where memters.  particulariy 
rwner drivers. could safely leave 
their cars under cover during the 
day and obtain supplies of petrol 
ete. at reasonable rates. He sug- 
gested that that would be of more 
use than a Club Room which cost 
$100 a menth and was. not made 
use of. The third resolution he 
wished to bring forward was that 
the Association should make ar- 
rangements with one or more of 
the local garages to undertake re- 
pairs for members af a reasonable 
cost and guarantee satisfaction, 
the Association to undertake to

investigate ‘any complaints. “He 
had personally experienced a very 
great deal of trouble tn getting re- 
pairs satisfactorily carried ont 
and he knew of a good many others 
who had complaints to'make in 
this respect, His fourth regola- 
tion was that more frequent mest- 
ingy of the Association should be 
held to enable members to express 
their views and receive reporta 
trom the Committee, He thought 
that whilst, if he might say so, the 
Association was in its infancy, they 


might derive more assistance by |! 


odtaining the views cf members an 
various points, Mr. Plummer ad- 
ded that ha knew the sbjection to 
iome of hia resolutions would be 
that the Asscciation had namoney: 
out he thought that if they went 
‘Ydout it in the right direction ther 
woald soon obtain all that was 
apeded. It seemed to him that 
if a Central Garage could be found 
and members were prepared to 
‘make use of it, it would be more or 
tesa. self-supporting. 

Mr. Kemor did not think there 
was any poasibility of obtaining a 
yarage. He suggested that they 
might make arrangements with 
ane of the garages to house their 
cars on special terms. He sup- 
ported the idea that all chauffeurs 
should be ocempalled to pass an 
2xamination,cnd obtain a certifi. 
cate before being allowed to take 
charge of cara. .. 

Clashing of Interes 

Mr. H. E. Smith said that the 
Hosgkorg Automobile Aysociatina 
was an organisation formed sole- 
iy for the benefit and protecticn 
of the owner driver and as such it 
*a3 unsatisfactory that any mem- 
oer ecanected with the motor trade 
should ‘be identified’ with the 
club's affairs. He knew it was 
somewhat difficult to bring for- 
Ward a saggestion like this with 
aut some slight indicaticn of a 
personal grievance regardinog ‘the 
existing state of affairs, but he 
sould assure members that that 
was not so in his case. It was 
umpossible fer the provider and 
sustemer to see eye to eye in re 
gard to the finances of each. “It 
was pot fair to sostrain the generos- 
sty cf any trade member ef the 
Association as to expect. him to 
forego his own profits by suggest. 
ing means whereby they could ob- 
tain cheaper tyres . elsewhere. 
Either he had to lose or the mem- 
cers of the Association had to lose. 
fr. Smith concluded by moving 
the follewing resoluticn:—“That 
the Hongkong Automobile Asso- 
ciation is an organisation formed 
slely for the benefit and pretec- 
zion of owner drivers, and as such 
st is undesirable that any“ mem- 
ser connected with the motor trade 
should be actively fdentified with 
the control of the Association’s 
affairs.” 

Mr. Plummer seconded. . 

The Chairman pointed cut that 
if the resolution was passed it 
woald debar several members from 
sitting on the Committee. 

Mr. Lauritsen said there were 
owners of garages who were also 
private owners and they were. as 
much entitled to the benefits of the 
Association as the other members. 
The Associativn was not started for 
the benefit of motor drivers alone 
but for the general public as well 
in order that better trafic regula- 
tions. might be’ obtained. With 
regard to tyres, that was a matter 
entirely fpr individual members. ‘ 

The Chairman spoke of the ex- 
cellent pioneer work Mr. Lauritsen 
had done in the Colony for the 
beneBt of motorists. Mr. Laaritsen 
was in the business and, of ‘course, 
interests clashed. He would leave 
it entirely to the meeting as to whe- 
ther garage owners or persons con- 
nected with the motor trade should 
be asked not to serve on the Com- 
mittee, . 

Mr. HE Smith took exception 
tu Mr, Laaritsen’s remarks that the 
Association was formed net only 


for the benedit of members buf abe 


for the public, including tradesmen.’ 
What was for the benedi of mam- 
hers coukd not be. for the benefit of . 
tradesman.”. The two interests were _ 
diametrically opposed. 

Mr. Lauritsen: I did not say 
tradeamen. .Y said the general

Whilst he agreed it 
woud be highly desirable to reduce ~ 
the wages in same cases ha felt that 
they would experience great diffcal- 
ty in attempting to do’so. It seem- 
ed to hirr that the cnly way they 
could deat with the qu.stion was by 
setting a larger namber of drivers, 
and then when the supply reached 
the demand the wages question 
would solve itself, With regard to 
the suggested agreement he did nét 
think any member world ke to 
enter into an agreement with the 
heuseboy and it seemed to him 
equally unsatisinctory that they 
should make one with the chauffeur. 
His own experience was that drivers 
had always been willing to carry out 
instructivas, bat where they bad not 
done sa they had been “sacked.” If 
everybody dealt with them-in that’ 
way they would get no trouble from 
that source. (Hear, Hear.) , 

The Chairman said that as regards 
wases it seemed to be the general 
view of the meeting that they 
Shonid allow the law of supply and 
demand to take its course. Wages 
were coming down. There Ead not 
been so many tars imported as last 
year and the result, would he if this 
continued that they would get 
drivera at o cheaper rate. He 
thonght members would agree that 
if they tried to force wages down 
there would be very few who would: 
fall isto Tne.

have been avoided.

abortive attempt in April a question arose as to what 


’ wonld be the attitude of the Swiss Government.

plottings were a breach of the obligations attaching to the 
t of asylum, and this time the breach was a much more 


escapade. 


definite one, because the ex-Emperof gave a specific under- 
taking when he was allowed to return after his previous 
Recently. however, it bas been a matter of 
public knowledge that Karl has been engaged in significant 


activities. Despite this, he appears to have met with 


little or no difficulty in making for Hungary. When news 
of Karls arrival in Hungary arrived ‘intense surprise” 


was felt that the Swiss Government should have allowed 


“ Karl to leave the country. Perhaps it is misleading to 

speak of the Berne authorities." allowing ” the ex-Emperor 
A country. especially one Hke Switzerland with 
its tradition of human liberty, may feel that it cannot well 


to leave. 


refuse a roof to a harassed exile, commoner or Royalty. 
For tbe sake of peace the Swiss Government would natur- 
ally wish the refugee to maintain the peace, but perhaps felt 
called upon to exercise nothing beyond yveneral supervision. 

By means of a tolerably ingenious disguise, which, 
however, should haveneeded no great vizilance to penetrate, 
Karl entered Hungary easily enough. He made his appear- 


ance on the western side. which was natural for geographical 
reasons, but which also gave bim au initial advantage. 
because this was the area in which occurred the recent 
dispute over the Burgenland territory. A certain amount 
of soreness over the Allies’ action in favour of Austria 
may have rendered the inbabitants susceptible to Karl's 
appeal, and the local troops joined the ex-Emperor’s 
Prebably this response accounts in a 
large degree for the progress made by the Imperial adven- 
turer in bis advance upon the Hungarian capital. 
then the opposition began.

- When once the forces‘of the other side were arrayed 
against him, Karl's attempt collapsed! as speedily ‘as ‘his 
No further recruits came forward, and 

is battalions, practically encircled, became panic-stricken. 

The result was that a movement which for a moment look- 

ed serious has petered out. Probably the same result would 

attend another attempt were Karl left at liberty to make 
one. The Little Entente is very much in. earnest in 
antagonism to the Hapsburgs, the Czecho-Slovakian 

Government ordering immediate mobilisation; and its big 

brother bas declared with emphasis against Hobenzollerns 

_and Hapsburgs. An accommodation between Italy and 
the Hapsburgs would savour of the anomalous; and it is 
sole reassurance to find the Italian Ambassador at Paris 
disavowing any secret pact for Karl's restoration. All the 
same so long as the scion of the dynasty which so long 
ruled or misruled a large portion of Central Europe is at 
liberty to make these attempts, peace in Europe is 
threatened. Once seated on the throne of . Hungary, the 
Hapsburgs would naturally look towards the other and 
large position of the realin which” constituted the 
ramshackle empire of Austria-Hungary.

One has only to 
look at the Daily Mail to 
realise the change that has come 
over our nowspapers. -Its leaders 
are not articles io which, day by 
day, some subject iscarefully and 
logically reasoned out. They are 
short and assertive. -The Daily 
Mait . leader-writer .does not 
argue. He hits the reader with. 
assertions. He says this or that 
must or must not be done, but he 
seldom advances reasons, He 
barks at the readerand the reader 
of to-day seems’to enjoy being 
barked st. The reader who used 
to prafer being reasoned with is 
disappearing, though be is- still 
‘to be found. It is & nice. point 
then whether, with all the snap, 
the spark’e, the vitality with 
which Lord Northcliffe add his 
kind have animated journalism 
t)ey have done it a rea} service, 
Fot our own part, we are inclined 
to dopbt it.
